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APTHORP ON “SFPD'S FERGUSON PROBLEM.” 
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Asking for the Time 


SF artist Qinmin Liu will give you a kidney for your 18-karat gold Apple Watch.

Nearly 1 million people preor- 
dered an Apple Watch on Friday, which is 
more than the number of Android Wear 
smartwatches sold during the entirety of 
2014. 

But a sliver of that market isn’t 
content with some Dick Tracy action at 
the base of their ulnas for $349. True 
ballers are dropping $10,000-$17,000 
on 18-karat gold Apple Watch Editions, 
the most opulent wearable tech acces- 
sory since people started adoring their 
Google Glass with puffy paint. 

It should be noted that they have 
no technical capability beyond the 
standard Apple Watches, which already 
come in 20 models. And while no one’s 
wrist is actually going to be wearing 
one for at least another week, one San 
Francisco artist is already getting ahead 
of the curve. 

Horrified by the 2012 reports that 
a Chinese teenager had sold one of his 
kidneys to purchase an iPhone and an 
iPad, Qinmin Liu has started a simple 
campaign (via Google Docs) to jab at the 
.01 percent’s consciences, in hopes that 
they might donate their watches to her. 
In return, she will give them a kidney, 
up to 50 in all, presumably not taken 
from a human body. 

“Tam going to repeat this young boy’s 
behavior in the process of the experi- 
ment,” Liu said. “T question the relation- 
ship and balance between [a] human be- 
ing’s desire and action in modern society.” 

The Chinese-born Liu’s provocations 
have been reported in these pages be- 
fore, including a performance last May 
where she walked around San Francisco 
in hopes of establishing a genuine 
human connection that wasn’t medi- 
ated through a tiny, handheld screen. 








This time around, she’s asking only for 
people’s names, emails, and countries 
of residence, but includes a box on the 
form asking people why they want to 
donate to QINMIN ARTS. 

“T cannot push people to donate 
anything from their own pocket,” Liu 
told SF Weekly by email. “This social ex- 
periment can be like a trade, I trade my 
kidney for their apple watches...It will 
make more people to be aware of what’s 
going on in the society.” 

The donation form is otherwise very 
simple. “If you own or plan to purchase 
an 18k gold apple watch, you are ‘rich 


and evil, Liu writes on it. “PS: if you 
know Bill Gates, tell him about us.” 

As of this week, some 33 people have 
signed up, of whom 30 picked yellow 
gold and only one chose rose gold. (It 
is perhaps unsurprising that the global 
elite’s tastes run towards the brash.) 
Although one assumes that at least some 
of these are curious onlookers with no 
intention to buy, let alone donate, an Ap- 
ple Watch Edition, only 20 are American, 
with one claiming to hail from North Ko- 
rea. The donation period ends on June 1, 
after which there will be a performance 
and installation in San Francisco.

Insisting that she doesn’t hate tech- 
nology or luxury goods, Liu freely admits 
to owning several Apple products. She 
is hardly alone in expressing distaste for 
this particular status symbol. Professed 
“Apple fanboy” Kevin Rose wrote in 
TechCrunch last month that the 18-karat 
gold version was “perfect for douchebags” 
and served only to broadcast status. Still, 
with the fevered devotion people display 
towards Apple products, anyone who’s 
intent on buying might prove be difficult 
to dissuade. Could it require a change of 
kidney to get any prospective wearers to 
have a change of heart? 


Survey 
Says? 


SFPD is having 
trouble keeping track of 
crime - again. 


After examining the San 
Francisco Police Department’s 
2013 annual report last year, SF 
Weekly busted the department for 
bungling its 2012 crime statistics. 
Then, The Examiner compared dif- 
ferent sets of police data for last 
year and found the reports were 
inconsistent with each other: 
some showed a decrease in crime, 
others weren't as optimistic. 

Alas, the department’s 
crime statistics drew more 
scrutiny last week after Police 
Chief Greg Suhr tried to 
explain what appears to be 
an increase in property crime 
during a meeting with district 
supervisors. 

Suhr’s PowerPoint presenta- 
tion showed a sudden increase 
of about 3,000 arrests from 
one year to the next. In 2013, 
officers made 1,957 arrests 
for property crimes, according 
to police data. Last year, the 
number shot up to 5,056, which 
Suhr attributed to an “anomaly” 
or potential “computer error.” 

“T can’t understand how all 
of a sudden we hit 5,000, so 
we ll look at that,” Suhr told the 
supervisors. “I don’t know if 
that’s accurate arrests including 
felonies and misdemeanors. 
That 2014 stat is probably going 
to be more consistent with 
2,000 arrests.” 

That sounds more like it. 

But in the future, it’d be best 
if the police were sure of how 
many low-level criminals 
were arrested — or not — for 
smashing windows or taking 
joyrides in your new car.

Not Goin’ Back 
to Indiana 


SF Schools officials remain 
steadfast in boycott over 
homophobic legislation. 


City agencies were in a huff 
over discriminatory legislation passed 
last month in the faraway state of In- 
diana: In late March, after Indiana 
Gov. Mike Pence signed the legisla- 
tion, San Francisco Mayor Ed Lee, SF 
State University, and the city’s public 
school system, San Francisco Unified, 
all froze travel funds to events in the 


Midwestern state. The “religious free- 
dom” bill would have allowed private 
businesses to discriminate against 
LGBT people. 

“We will not subsidize legally 
sanctioned discrimination 
against lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender people by the State 
of Indiana,” San Francisco Unified 
School District Superintendent 
Richard Carranza said late in March. 
“When terrible acts like these are 
committed, Iam grateful once again 


to be part of a community that seeks 


to make social justice a reality every 
day.” 

Now that the Indiana measure 
has been revised to clarify language 


that appeared to allow business 
owners to refuse service to gays and 
lesbians, San Francisco schools’ boy- 
cott of Indiana has outlasted that of 
the mayor — whose travel embargo 
only lasted five days. On April 1, 
Indiana’s legislature sent revised 
language to Pence that prohibits the 
state’s businesses from using the law 
to protect them against suits for dis- 
criminating against gays, lesbians, 
and transgendered customers on 
religious grounds. 

“While not perfect, the changes 
made to Indiana’s Religious Freedom 
Restoration Act represent a step in 
the right direction,” Lee said ina 
statement when he lifted the ban. 


That’s apparently where the 
mayor and the city’s schools differ. 
So far, the revision doesn’t appear 
to go far enough for schools officials 
including SF State University 
President Leslie E. Wong, who says 
he’s still “studying the ‘fixes’ in 
Indiana and considering a lift of the 
ban.” 

Wong was the first university 
president in the nation to freeze 
travel funds in response to the leg- 
islation. 

University spokesperson Ellen 
Griffin could not say how many stu- 
dents, faculty, or staff — if any — 
have been prevented from traveling 
to Indiana, but Wong revealed a cou- 


ple weeks ago that he’d rather not 
attend a required NCAA Division II 
President’s Council meeting in Indi- 
anapolis scheduled for April. 

Apparently, he hasn’t had a 
change of heart on that decision, 
Griffin says. He still plans to boycott 
the meeting. 

Likewise, Carranza of SF Unified 
has yet to revoke his freeze on trav- 
el, saying he’s “examining Indiana’s 
revision to the law to see if it meets 
our requirements under SFUSD’s 
policy, Equity for All.” 

San Francisco State and SFUSD, 
both public institutions, were the 
only local school systems to boycott 
Indiana. Michael Barba

Doctor vs. Doctor 


The Gold Rush-era office build- 
ing at 36 S. First Street in downtown San 
Jose is like many other cannabis clinics in 
cities across the state. Outside, brightly 
colored temporary signs solicit walk-in 
business; inside, seated on generic office 
furniture, a worker in scrubs and a white 
coat will furnish to anyone with $40 the 
paperwork required to legally use medical 
marijuana in California. 

For years, physicians and law enforce- 
ment officers in the state have bemoaned 
the way medical marijuana recommen- 
dations are written. For every physician 
treating weed with requirements similar 
to those of Vicodin, there are countless 
“prescription mills” — pop-up offices 
in seedy spots like Venice Beach in Los 
Angeles, where there’s little in the way of 
a physical examination or inquiry into a 
patient’s past history before “the card” is 
issued. One “pot doc” allows patients to 
book a 12-minute appointment window 
online; at the downtown San Jose office, 
patrons were observed going in and out 
in less than three minutes, according to 
a state investigation. 

But it wasn’t quick visits or even bad 
medicine that led the Medical Board of 
California to investigate 420 MD, which 
operated out of the San Jose office and 
three others in the Bay Area and Sacra-

mento. Investigators started looking 
into 420 MD in April 2013 — tipped 
off by a competitor clinic, according 
to court filings. Prosecutors in Santa 
Clara County now allege that 420 MD 
engaged in “illegal” business practices, 
because a layperson and not a doctor 
owned the clinic. 

But there’s much more. 

The California Medical Board has tak- 
en the unprecedented step of declaring 
that 420 MD is a front for an interna- 
tional criminal organization with roots 
in Eastern Europe. Not only that, but 
420 is only one of several “prescription 
mill” operations associated with inter- 
nationals from the “eastern bloc” that’s 
appeared within the last five years in 
California, according to Medical Board 
investigator Ralph Hughes. 

That’s how a slender, baby-faced man 
in jeans and a designer T-shirt got the 
ankle bracelet he was wearing when I met 
him at a marijuana-industry convention 
recently. Michael Malenkov is 28, but 
appears younger and does not look like 
the central conspirator in a scheme to set 
up shady pot clinics across the state for in- 
vestors back in Ukraine. But according to 
state prosecutors, that is exactly what he 
is. They have charged Malenkov and three 
others with a slew of felonies for reported- 
ly owning the 420 MD chain of clinics. 

The case is one of few instances of 
serious discipline resulting from alleged

improprieties with evaluations in the 
medical marijuana field, which remains 
an enormous and largely unregulated 
cash-only business. The state’s investiga- 
tion of 420 MD could mean the end of so- 
called recommendation clinics — shady 
and otherwise — entirely. 

After crackdowns several years ago, 
the state has largely left prescription 
mills alone. Since 2009, only 16 of the 
untold hundreds of physicians across the 
state who offer pot cards have been disci- 
plined by the Medical Board for fudging 
rules, according to board data. 

But 420 MD attracted attention 
from medical board investigators almost 
immediately. The investigation began 
in early 2013, a few months after a for- 
mer OB-GYN, Bennie 
Brown, started writing 
recommendations, ac- 
cording to court filings. 
Under state law, a physi- 
cian must own the clinic 
where recommendations 
are written. An outside 
partner or agency may 
offer business services, 
but the actual doctor 
must run the clinic. A 
state appeals court ruled 
in 2013 that laypeople 
who own prescription 
clinics can be charged 
with criminal activity. 
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In violation of that rule, Malenkov had 
hired Brown and was paying the physician 
$800 a day to write recommendations, 
Hughes wrote in court filings. Malenkov 
then mailed the cash — potentially in the 
millions per clinic — to Ukraine, back to 
the “family” that bankrolled the enter- 
prise, according to prosecutors. 

Malenkov, Brown, and two other 
co-defendants have denied all wrongdo- 
ing. Their Los Angeles attorney, Allison 
Margolin — who unsuccessfully attempt- 
ed to get a judge to impose a gag order 
on the case after Hughes went on CBS-5 
and used language including “organized 
crime” to describe 420 MD — would not 
comment to SF Weekly. 

Meanwhile, the competing business 
that supposedly ratted out 420 MD 
could now be under scrutiny, too. 

The complaint that launched the 
investigation, according to court filings, 

came from Dr. 

Parvin D. Syal, the 

medical director of 

420 Evaluations, an- 

other chain of phy- 

sician clinics with 
locations in southern 
California as well as San 
Jose, Oakland, Berke- 
ley, and Sacramento. 
When contacted by 
investigators, however, 
Syal said the tip came 
not from him but from 
his “office manager,” 
who is identified only as 
“Anna.” 
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Syal’s 420 Evaluations conducts 
business in the exact same way as 420 
MD, according to Hughes’ investigation. 
Indeed, a 2011 civil complaint filed in 
Los Angeles (later dismissed) accused 
420 Evaluations of being a front ina 
manner similar to 420 MD. 

The paper trail appears to lead 
directly to Malenkov. Business registra- 
tion records for the clinics, including a 
business debit card, all have his name 
on them. But the trail also leads back to 
420 Evaluations. It appears as if Malen- 
kov set out to copy 420 Evaluations’ 
processes and procedures to the letter. 
Before setting up his clinics, Malenkov 
somehow got a copy of his competitor’s 
business plan, court records show. 

The state is showing interesting tim- 
ing in these latest efforts to more closely 
scrutinize cannabis doctors. The alleged- 
ly shady activities of 420 MD might rep- 
resent a last hurrah before recreational 
cannabis is legal in California. With legal- 
ization looming, unscrupulous medical 
clinics are in a final dash for a revenue 
stream that may disappear after 2016. 
As for 420 MD, its offices remain open 
for business in four Bay Area cities. The 
downtown San Jose office is still in busi- 
ness, too — only now under the name 
“THC Doctor.” It wasn’t immediately 
clear Tuesday who runs THC Doctor. 

As for California’s marijuana users? 
Most could care less if recommendations 
come from shady characters, as long as 
the weed is available.

As San Francisco undergoes a 
painful demographic shift, musicians 
from a variety of genres have retreated 
to the cheaper rent and more relaxed 
noise ordinance enforcement of Oak- 
land and other surrounding cities. But 
San Francisco’s electronic music scene, 
able to adapt to its audience before 
crumbling, has remained in the city in 
part by catering to a new and wealthier 
fan base — techies. 

“Where the fuck did all these 
things all come from,” Chris Orr, who 
has been DJing for the last 25 years, 
questioned aloud as he looked over 
his new smartphone’s complete con- 
tact list. “I guess the cloud or whatev- 
er? I mean, it’s nice, but how the fuck 
are they in there?” 

As a longtime resident of the Bay 
Area, Orr has witnessed the changing 
demographics of the DJ and electron- 
ic music scene firsthand. 

“Yeah, I wish it was still ’97 but 
it’s not. You can embrace the change, 
leave, or lash out at young kids who 
moved here for better opportunity — 
and I think that’s nearsighted,” Orr 
said of the new, techie crowds coming 
to DJ shows. “I use some of the prod- 
ucts they produce.” 

Orr has seen the DJ scene go 
through changes before. In the mid- 
90s there was the large rave scene 
that served as a tip-of-the-iceberg en- 
try point for kids to get interested in 
electronic music. Some of those kids 
(the more hardcore ones) would in- 
vestigate further and find themselves 
embedded in the underground house 
and techo scenes. 

Techno, although now commonly 
associated with Europeans overdosing 
on Ecstasy, is American music, invent- 
ed by black working-class kids in and 
around Detroit. But the hip-hop DJs, 
graffiti, breakdancing, and weekday 
all-night techo raves of the ’90s have 
waned in recent years, replaced by 
EDM, such pressure-release valves for 
techies as Burning Man, and parties 
that (sometimes) have crowds going 
home before 10 p.m. 

Orr misses the opportunity to go 
see DJs like Mix Master Mike, Apollo, 
or Shortkut visiting the city’s hip-hop 
DJ scene. Back then, the performers, 
and crowds, were as diverse and eclec- 
tic as the city. Orr, like several other 
DJs I spoke to, was upset about bands 
leaving for places like Oakland or L.A. 
He also voiced concern that the elec- 
tronic music that survives has become 
increasingly homogeneous. 
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“Electronic music has become too 
white,” Orr said. “I don’t know what 
that reflects exactly, but a lot of the 
innovators were black.” 

And these new technically minded 
Bay Area residents aren't just becom- 
ing fans of the music — they’re also 
creating it. 

Atish Mehta, 31, quit his job as a 
software engineer at Facebook three 
weeks ago to try DJing full time. He 
has spent the last two years working 
on the Facebook messenger app. Now 
he’s making spreadsheets with his 
projected earnings as a DJ. 

“If everything goes as planned, 
and [ hit all my goals, I'll take an 80 
percent pay cut — and that’s not

including stock options,” Mehta said. 
“I'm the happiest I’ve ever been in my 
entire life.” 

Mehta had been DJing part time 
for about four and a half years. He 
was first exposed to the underground 
DJ scene when he moved to San Fran- 
cisco in 2007 and a close friend start- 
ed bringing him to illegal parties. The 
subtlety and restraint of the under- 
ground DJs, and a culture that put art 
ahead of profit, spoke to him — but it 
was tough getting momentum DJing 
part time. 

“Now that I quit my job I can doa 
lot more internationally,” Mehta said. 
“Before, I had to say no to gigs; like 
when I'd go to Europe I'd have to say,

‘Sorry, I just don’t have enough vaca- 
tion days.” 

He has been playing around with 
the idea of going full time for years, 
but as demand for his DJing sets in- 
crease (he played Coachella last week), 
he finally took the plunge. 

“I can always come back to soft- 
ware, even if I take a two- or three- 
year break to do music. In the big 
span of a software engineer's career 
that’s not a lot of time,” Mehta said, 
getting reflective. “There’s this quote 
from this Orbital track that says, ‘It’s 
better to regret something you have 
done than something you haven't 
done.’ I don’t want to go to my grave 
wondering, ‘What if?’” 

Like many things, programming 
can be an art, too; it’s expressive and 
stylistic. Coding a Facebook mes- 
senger app, according to Mehta, is 
very similar to his creating a mix: He 
meticulously combs over tiny details 
preparing a product for a large audi- 
ence of users. With the discipline he 
learned from his engineering career, 
he sometimes obsesses over the same 
five-minute transition for weeks. 

Mehta also created an iPad app 
that enables him to access his entire 
library of music more quickly, some- 
thing he finds important while impro- 
vising sets and taking his crowds on 
a journey. 

“Even with art being a very right- 
brain thing, you can still have a very 
left-brain, analytical approach to 
seeing where it fits in the big picture,” 
he said. 

Jimmy B, a DJ born and raised in 
the Bay Area, recently played a Morn- 
ing Glory event — an alcohol-free 
Wednesday morning party geared to- 
wards tech-industry workers looking 
to start off their day in a healthy way. 


He’s DJed in the Bay Area for longer 
than he’s willing to admit, and has 
seen the changes firsthand. 

“Before it was street artists, 
skaters, and students. Now it’s all 
work-oriented people with more ex- 
pendable income,” he said of the peo- 
ple attending parties in the city. It’s a 
change that some musical genres have 
found hard to adapt to, but many DJs 
have been able to find a new place 
within the landscape. 

“I’ve had people say waking up and 
going to this [Morning Glorylevent 
had them buzzed throughout their 
workday,” Jimmy B said. “The tech 
industry has a lot of smart people and 
I see these events as a way of the tech 
industry saying, ‘We don’t just want 
pencil pushers working all the time.” 

According to Jimmy B, the member 
of the Morning Glory team responsi- 
ble for booking DJs has a connection 
to the underground techno and house 
scenes, which gives the parties an air 
of legitimacy. 

Morning Glory is an almost-acci- 
dental interaction among the differ- 
ent worlds that the Gray Area Foun- 
dation, a nonprofit group that aims to 
bring tech, art, and music minds to- 
gether in the city, touts in its mission 
statement. According to another DJ, 
some members of the Gray Area are 
using the event as a dry run for the 
event planning and music production 
products they are creating. 

“There’s an insane volume of shows 
now, in big part because of the people 
moving to the Bay Area, and more 
money — obviously,” Mattie Bowen, 
a DJ who plays Detroit-style techno 
and house, said. “There’s a huge influx 
of people who want to just go party. 
You can feel it. Five years ago we were 
doing underground shows with 100 
people; now we fill Public Works with 
bigger headliners fairly regularly. It’s 
hard to find a space to dance some- 
times on weekends.” 

The weekday night shows, once fre- 
quented by creative, artistic crowds, 
according to many DJs, are seeing 
smaller crowds. And some DJs who 
are unable, unwilling, or uninterested 
in adapting to the new musical land- 
scape have fled the city. But it wasn’t 
just a pushing-out by economic forces 
— those DJs were lured by the vibes 
of other happening scenes. 

“It seems like everyone [of the 
DJs] I know has moved to Berlin,” 
Jimmy B said. “That’s like a mecca for 
techno.”

Tony Molina’s solo music ca- 
reer started unceremoniously around 
2008, when a friend bailed on their 
scheduled studio recording dates and 
Molina decided to pick them up and re- 
cord by himself. The following success, 
which has enabled Molina to tour with 
some of his favorite bands (like Cana- 
da’s Fucked Up), has been similarly un- 
planned. 

2013's Dissed and Dismissed quick- 
ly became a cult favorite with its 
truncated power-pop anthems — but 
it was also only recorded because 
Molina’s other band, Ovens, couldn’t 
make the studio dates. 

“It was supposed to be an Ovens 
record. But I just kind of said, ‘fuck it, 
I'll record it by myself,” Molina said 


Eli's Mile High Club in Oakland, and 
then playing twice a month at Club De- 
Luxe (a spot DeVeaux holds dear, and 
refers to as his band’s “cavern club” 
and a “pocket of energy”), DeVeaux 
quickly became enamored with the 
idea of spreading the word via touring. 

Evoking the old-timey imagery in 
an exciting new way, DeVeaux danced 
in the open streets of Bird’s Landing, 
a small unincorporated California 
community, in the video for his get- 
out-there-and-see-the-world anthem 
“Left This Town.”

of the LP that clocks in just under 

12 minutes. “I didn’t even really have 
enough time to mix it. I only had two 
half days, so some of the rough mixes 
ended up being on the record.” 

Much like his songs in general, 
the short duration of the mixing 
didn’t have a negative impact on its 
effectiveness. The record has a very 
dry texture to it, with huge, layered 
guitars up front and miniscule drums 
in the back. It’s a distinct and capti- 
vating filter to push Molina’s brand 
of Guided by Voices- and Beach 
Boys-inspired power-pop through. 

Molina is a resident of Pacifica, a 
beach town 30-ish minutes south of 
San Francisco. And although you'll 
find him at many hardcore shows in 
and around the Bay Area — ready to 
strike up a conversation about the 
merits of each Weezer or Infest al- 
bum — his heart lies in the West Bay. 

“San Francisco isn’t a good place 
to make music. It’s a cool place but 
it’s so expensive and everything is 
too quick, too fast,” Molina said. “In 
Pacifica there’s that really cool towny 
vibe. I like to wake up, go for a walk, 
then go to the beach, listen to Neil 
Young, and blaze one.” 

Molina is gearing up for his first real re- 
lease on Slumberland records (the label 
rereleased Dissed and Dismissed after 
the first pressing flew off the shelves), 
a label he has lionized since he was a 
teenager. He has recorded 13 of the 24 
tracks so far and is looking forward to 
mixing up his styles, with half the re- 
cord being acoustic and the other half 
being a continuation of the fuzzy, Riv- 
ers-Cuomo-with-ADHD guitar-pop he 
delivered on Dissed and Dismissed.

Melissa Maristuen (aka 
Doc Sleep) had a long-distance thing 
going for a while, bouncing between 
her hometown of Minneapolis and 
the Bay Area — but it wasn’t until 
she laid roots down for good in San 
Francisco that she began to really 
find her voice as a DJ. Doc Sleep is 
no stranger to disco, house, and 
other feel-good dance music, but it’s 
when she’s booked at techno parties 
that she really shines. 

Techno is her bread and butter 
— the rich, melodic, and complex 
kind that comes from Detroit, 
Berlin, London, and The Hague. 
She has a real knack for building 
sets of intelligent, forward-think- 
ing techno that never lose sight of 
the dancefloor, taking the crowd 
on a journey while she makes 
them dance.

Wielding violin bows reminis- 
cent of 17th century horsehair and Brazil- 
ian pernambuco models and rattling 
classical music cages with award-winning 
recordings, San Francisco string quartets 
are niche no more. 

Rising to be cream of the crop among 
groups transcending the traditions 
established and refined by four grandad- 
dies of yesteryear — Haydn, Mozart, 
Beethoven, Schubert — the work of 
Kronos Quartet, Quartet San Francisco, 
and Magik*Magik Orchestra is more like 
a treasure-filled gully than a slim aberra- 
tion in the chamber music landscape. 

Preserving the techniques of clas- 
sical music while satisfying a natural, 
evolutionary urge to grow, these Bay 
Area string quartet pioneers have used 
a secret weapon — collaboration — to 
construct a diverse body of category-de- 
fying literature. 

Abandoning shuttered versions of 
what two violins, a viola, and a cello 
should do or the sounds they should 
create, the three groups have established 
distinct, recognizable profiles while op- 
erating in a common elixir that usually 
earns the moniker “crossover,” but could 
more accurately be called “the third 
place.” These groups don’t “cross over” 
to an opposite side: They create an en- 
tirely new schematic where one plus one 
equals so much more than two. 


KRONOS QUARTET 


For 42 years, Kronos founding mem- 
ber David Harrington has pointed his vi- 
olin at collaboration. From a teenage fix- 
ation on George Crumb’s Black Angels to 
today, Harrington has leapfrogged from 
the classical canon to a pinnacle atop 
nearly 900 original compositions and ar- 
rangements created for the Kronos string 
quartet. John Sherba (violins), Hank 
Dutt (viola), and Sunny Yang (cello) are 
his current, closest allies, with Yang being 
the sole newcomer in the Kronos cloister. 
Multiple Grammys, extended performing 
or teaching residencies, the nonprofit 
Kronos Performing Arts Association's 
commissioning projects for composers 
under age 30, and other innovations, 
round out the group’s résumé. 
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“For me, every work written for us 
is collaborative,” Harrington says. “At 
a certain point, the ideas behind and 
within the work are developed together.” 

And it’s not always while hashing 
out details in a rehearsal hall that two, 
three, four, or more minds fold into one 
entity. Harrington recalls a recent con- 
versation with a composer about Wag- 
ner — held while out for a walk — that 
morphed into an immersive piece with 
a nuanced backing track, accompanying 
video, and more. There are “voluminous 
aspects and specific reasons” why any 
one person at any one time should write 
a piece for Kronos, he says. 

A healthy appetite for uncharted 
territory coincides with his belief in 
the string quartet as an endless palette, 
offering unlimited hues for expression. 
To tap the world of music and give an 
audience a sense of the amazing possi- 
bilities he says are available, Harrington 
reaches out to scientists, philosophers, 
painters, as well as to people who define 
themselves strictly as musicians. 

“Human body sounds, sounds from 
the natural world — I’m anxious to 
bring all these things and music togeth- 
er. There are so many fascinating things 
to bring to the root system of the string 
quartet,” he says.

And proving there’s no ritard on the 
Kronos horizon, Fifty for the Future, a 
new commissioning initiative, will invite 
25 male and 25 female composers to 
create 10 new pieces of string quartet 
music every year over a five-year period. 
In partnership with Carnegie Hall and 
other project participants, Kronos is 
documenting and archiving the project 
with videos, recordings, and digital and 
performance materials that will be dis- 
tributed free of charge online. 

“It’s not easy to get our sheet music, 
our scores, Harrington says. “We get 
calls every day of the week asking how we 
do what we do. To circumvent the prob- 
lems, (this will) make a body of work that 
will allow other players, especially young- 
er players, to enter into the adventure.” 


QUARTET SAN FRANCISCO 


Founder and violinist Jeremy Cohen 
apparently knows no boundaries. His 
hot-blooded fever for an all-things playlist 
means QSF is likely to riff on classics 
from musicians like Stevie Wonder, Dave 
Brubeck, and Vince Mendoza; include 
composers from the past 300 years; and 
feature any number of blues-, funk-, jazz-, 
tango-, Latin- and rock-inspired tunes.

schedule add to its visibility. 

“At this moment we're involved in the 
UnderCover Presents performances at the 
Independent,” Cohen says. “We're collabo- 
rating with rapper Boots Riley and rapper/ 
singer Sylk-E. The project is a re-creation 
of Bob Marley’s Exodus album using a dif- 
ferent band for each of the ten tracks.” 

While auditioning for a new cellist 
(Kelley Maulbetsch recently retired 
after joining QSF in 2012), Cohen is 
writing music for a new CD, and QSF is 
active in a number of recording projects 
and preparations for a return tour in 
China later this year. 

“Collaboration has two meanings to 
me,’ Cohen says. “One is the meeting 
of two or more musical minds, which 
creates an entirely new voice. Secondly, 
collaboration can be an introduction 
to an audience that has perhaps never 
before been exposed to the music of at 
least one of the collaborators.” 

For the Undercover project, Cohen 
says the quartet serves as the band, car- 
rying the rhythmic responsibilities. “We 
bring the funk and carry the groove for 
the rapper and singer,” he says. He lik- 
ens it to anew form of chamber music 
and advocates for frontline, string-cen- 
tric education that supports young 
musicians entering the profession by 


training them in improvisation and oth- 
er contemporary approaches to music. 


MAGIK*MAGIK ORCHESTRA 


Artistic director and composer Min- 
na Choi is the new kid on the string 
quartet block, but she’s already trans- 
forming the neighborhood. Debuting at 
Herbst Theater in 2008, Choi's M*MO is 
impossible to pin down. 

Four section leaders, Liana Berube 
(concertmaster), Phil Brezina (principal 
second violinist), Jory Fankuchen (prin- 
cipal violist) and Michelle Kwon (princi- 
pal cellist) are the first people Choi calls 
for a gig. But four musicians can easily 
spring to 80 when a project calls for a 
pop-up orchestra. 

And not just any ship will sail, Choi 
says. Competition for top Bay Area 
freelancers is fierce. Being reliable, hos- 
pitable, and paying more than the next 
guy often tips the balance for the most 
sought-after musicians. 

Comparing collaboration to a rubber 
band, Choi says the process can be tight, 
with many contributors and one central 
“decider,” or loose, with no clear leader. 
M*MO is master of both models: tight 
when a project requires nimble, rapid 
turnaround, and flexible while serving 
film composers, bands, record labels, and 
others with fluid, mercurial priorities. 

One of M*MO’s most rewarding, chal- 
lenging projects was with an artist Choi 
never met. Vocalist Volary (real name: 
Samantha Lien) died of breast cancer in 
2013. Volary’s life partner, Alex Kushner, 
had recordings the late singer had made 
years ago and wanted to build a record. 
Combining Volary’s whispery, melodic 
iPhone voice memos and song recordings 
from the past, Choi says a whole musical 
world was built around an archival voice. 

“For obvious reasons, the project was 
a highly sensitive and important one, 
and required a delicate touch for com- 
munication. Alex isn’t a musician, so we 
had to figure out how to communicate 
ideas back and forth, always thinking in 
the back of our heads, What would Sa- 
mantha have wanted? It’s been a really 
powerful experience both musically and 
personally,” she says.

For many, the second-wave feminist clas- 
sic The Vagina Monologues is a godsend. 
The provocative play’s subjects — includ- 
ing menstruation, childbirth, and abuse 
— deserve to be excogitated, especially 
when, even in 2015, women’s issues are 
often overlooked. Berkeley theater group 
South Asian Sisters saw the piece as just 
the beginning. Using the play as a plat- 
form from which to grow, the troupe cre- 
ated Yoni Ki Baat, a South Asian 
response to the questions of womanhood. 
In the piece, South Asian Sisters draws in- 
spiration from The Vagina Monologues — 
and uses it to illustrate the experiences of 
a broader range of women of all classes, 
sexual orientations, and descents.

Paul Taylor, once called the

Bill Plympton is a wonder — a one-man animation powerhouse with seven fea- 
ture-length cartoons and two Oscar nominations. His muscular yet sinuous hand- 
drawn pencil sketches are immediately recognizable, but so are his stories of 
choice. Surreal and often tilting toward the grotesque, they can be largely without 
dialogue, yet convey the struggles of the human heart. His works include 2008's 
brilliant Idiots and Angels, in which a sadistic thug sprouts wings which, despite his 
every bloody effort, force him to perform acts of kindness, and the more recent 
Cheatin’, which plumbs the dark corners of love when, through a bizarre trans- 
mogrification, a heartbroken newlywed is able to embody her husband's many lov- 
ers. A Kickstarter campaign enabled Plympton’s tiny crew to color the 40,000 
frames he had hand-drawn for Cheatin’, lending it the feel of an impressionist wa- 
tercolor, albeit seen through the eye of a diabolical director with a noir sensibility.

Grand Master Seiichi Tanaka was an 
accomplished athlete who believed 
he would follow in his father’s foot- 
steps toward a career in professional 
baseball (he even attended college 
ona sports scholarship). While visit- 
ing San Francisco during the Cherry 
Blossom Festival, he realized a 
stronger calling: introducing taiko to 
North America and making it as 
ubiquitous as sushi. Upon founding 
San Francisco Taiko Dojo in 1968, 
he became the father of a modern 
movement. Reigen Fujii was an ac- 
complished piano player who 
thought he should follow his father’s 
fingers, plucking and preserving 
Japanese folk songs on the three- 
stringed shamisen. He has since 
proved himself a prodigy, capable of 
drawing chords and combinations 
from the traditional instrument 
that dazzle purists and awe jazz afi- 
cionados. The US-Japan Taiko 
Festival brings these acoustic vi- 
sionaries to the same stage along 
with Cal Raijin Taiko, UC Davis Ba- 
kuhastsu Taiko Dan, and the Waga- 
kki Ensemble.

Football, baseball, and basketball pale in comparison to supercross. Unlike the many 
bandwagon fans the Giants and 49ers gain during winning years, this sport’s follow- 
ing grows by word-of-mouth and the fleet of new riders that comes aboard every 
year. This season, motorcycle enthusiasts have watched factory KTM rider Ryan 
Dungey distance himself from the less consistent riders in the 450cc class who were 
expected to be on top (Eli Tomac and Trey Canard). Factory Suzuki rider Ken Roczen 
has had more than his share of ups and downs this year and will not land on the po- 
dium as his fans assumed. Conversely, Australian Kawasaki rider Chad Reed has 
shown his staying power and ability to compete with the younger set even though he 
just turned 33 this year and has been a solid Top 5 contender. In the 250cc West 
class, Yamaha rider Cooper Webb has shown he is the fastest rider even when he 
doesn't get the hole shot (that’s motocross jargon for the best start out of the gate).

Feld Entertainment, which 
hosts large-scale events, has made these races a spectacle with challenging 
courses, special lighting, and even flamethrowers that shoot fire into the night 
sky above the starting gate. Of course, allowing attendees to walk in the pit 
area to possibly catch a glimpse of their favorite riders or bikes is a bonus. Bring

In an interview with her publisher, Two Dol- 
lar Radio, Gerard said, “Binary Star's narrator finds a sick satisfaction in never being 
satisfied. ... Hunger is a motivator — it forces us to act, to stay alive.” That self-induced 
hunger, which in some ways seems to be a reaction against the consumer culture that 
compels so many eating and body image disorders, fuels the language in Binary Star to 
what NPR has called “a heightened reality, one that sings to the lonely gravity of the 
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human body.” “Stars are vulnerable,” Gerard said. “They react to each other. They're 
born and are alive, and their lifespans are determined primarily by their mass, which is 
an incredibly useful concept for someone writing about an eating disorder.

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People Need Little Weirdoes Like Me 


Chatting with Perfume Genius About Twin Peaks, Instagram, and Nail Polish.

Mike Hadreas is on a roll. Hav- 
ing been featured on the cover of high- 
brow gay magazine Hello Mr.’s fifth 
issue, he’s barely decelerating from the 
critical adoration lavished on his third 
album, 2014’s Too Bright. Wrapping up a 
tour with indie royalty Belle & Sebas- 
tian (which could be seen as a competi- 
tion for who is the fey-est of them all), 
Perfume Genius is fresh from Coachella, 
where his way of navigating his inability 
to hear himself on stage was to “scream 
louder and be nastier.” 

We're sitting down in his dressing 
room at the Greek Theater in Berke- 
ley, where there’s some confusion 
among band members over a bottle 
of Flonase and its rightful owner. 
Hadreas is delicate, soft-spoken, and 
by turns serious and giggly. He’s wear- 
ing a T-shirt emblazoned with a young 
Keanu Reeves and expresses surprise 
that the Bay Area could be this hot. 
Apart from shows, he’s only been to 
San Francisco once in his life, and that 
was a long time ago. 

It was “when I was drinking, so 
I don’t really remember,” he says. “I 
went with my ex-boyfriend, who was 
a musician, so I went on a mini-tour 
with him. It was just a booze cruise 
for me.” 

These days, he’s mostly into junk 
food and vaping. In fact, the Perfume 
Genius Twitter feed could be read as 
one long, hilarious paean to the lan- 
guid pleasures of devouring mini-muf- 
fins in a plume of smoke that one has 
just exhaled. Together, we lament the 
loss of San Francisco’s last Chevy’s 
Fresh Mex. 

“Fresh-Mex! They have good flautas, 
if I remember correctly,” Hadreas says. 

That topic turns into a shared 
reminiscence of things we’ve shoplift- 
ed. At age 11, he once stole a Details 
magazine and read it behind a grocery 
store, feeling so wracked with guilt 
that he propped it up against the en- 
trance. More recently, he got clever. 

“T have stolen plastic mixing bowls. 
I just scanned one at self-checkout and 
kept them stacked,” he says. “It was 
from my former place of employment, 
Fred Meyer, like seven years ago.” 

In spite of this checkered past, he 
says his parents are proud of their 
odd little boy and the adult goth he 
grew up to be, singing about his lisp 
and Instagramming pictures of his 

legs in fishnets. 

“It took some convincing,” he said. 
“Not even because of the subject 
matter; I’ve been out since I was 14. 
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They've had a long time to get used to 
that, and before I was out, it was ob- 
vious. Beyond that, I’ve always been 
a weird little creature-y person, but it 
took them a long time to realize the 
music was for real, that I was good at 
it, and it wasn’t just a hobby.” 

His dad has even set up a Google 
alert in his name to keep up with 
news of his son. Hadreas himself no 
longer does that quite as much. At 
first, it was legions of trolls — many 
of them Eminem fans calling him a 
slut, in response to Hadreas’ com- 
ments that the rapper is an asshole 
— but he says that that’s died down 
a bit.

“Also, I don’t check as much. I 
stopped reading my Facebook mes- 
sages as often,’ he says. After Too 
Bright was finished but before it was 
released, the endless waiting made 
him highly anxious. “When it came 
out, I was just reading every review 
for a while, reading every interview I 
did. I’ve since stopped.” 

What he never stopped doing was 
obsessing over David Lynch, whose 
visual mood he considers his biggest 
influence. For the record, Hadreas was 
born in Washington state, and his fa- 
vorite Twin Peaks character is Nadine, 
the one with the eye patch. Then he 
tells an anecdote that makes me gasp. 


“My babysitter growing up, Phoebe, 
was in Twin Peaks, and that’s part of 
the reason I became so obsessed with 
it. When the episode first aired, she was 
still my babysitter and my whole family 
watched it because Phoebe was going 
to be on TV. She plays Ronette Pulaski 
[who, in the pilot, was raped and nearly 
killed along with Laura Palmer]. The 
first couple episodes, she’s bedraggled 
and walking over the bridge.” 

It’s easy to see how something 
so dark into the middle of family 
television hour could exert a lasting 
influence, compounded by David 
Lynch’s interest in femme fatales with 
red nails. Along with lipstick, red nail 
polish is Perfume Genius’ recurring 
visual trope. 

The genderfuck has led to some 
confusion that might not occur if “I 
was full-on presenting in one direc- 





When I sashay.” His impatience with 
conservative morality notwithstand- 
ing, Hadreas believes in God. Giving 
yourself over to a higher power is one 
of the more controversial tenets of AA, 
where he and Wyffels originally met, 
but Hadreas is serene when I inquire 
about his spiritual affiliation, pausing 
at length when I ask for clarification. 
“T don’t know what it is. It’s the 
same reason why I believe in magic 
and souls. I need that kind of drama. 
I like the idea that there’s something 
underneath it all — like that Gwen 
Stefani song,’ he says, laughing. “That 
everything’s been taken care of.” 
While he hasn’t achieved that level 
of demigod status where people re- 
gard him as a theological touchstone, 
as Hadreas’ career has progressed, 
Perfume Genius has become some- 
thing of a lifeline to thousands of

tion either way,’ he says. “It’s weird, 
when I don’t have my nails on, I feel 
like a spy. My life is that much easier 
because I don’t have to worry about it. 
No matter what I’m wearing with my 
nails on, I can’t hide them. So when I 
have them off, my life is much easier 
but I feel really guilty. Like ’'m not 
being myself.” 

Beyond that cycle of guilt, Hadreas 
admits to being a “binger,” both of 
which he considers unusual for a Libra. 

“Libras are about balance, but I 
like to go far I either direction. I’m 
trying to switch everything around to 
restriction. My boyfriend [Alan Wyf- 
fels, who also plays keyboards], he’s 
sober, too. He can get as into restrict- 
ing himself as he does into excess,” 
Hadreas says, laughing. “I’m not that. 
I’m only into excess. I got into some 
hairy situations and dirty binges that 
still make me cringe.” 

As a reaction against the “pro-fami- 
ly” movement that successfully lobbied 
to get the promo for “Hood” ban- 
ished from YouTube, Hadreas wrote 
“Queen,” which includes possibly his 
best-known lyric: “No family is safe/ 


outcasts. On virtually any pic Hadreas 
posts, people comment to the effect 
that he has saved them. 

“People need it! They’re all weird, 
little — I would have been me com- 
menting on that. People need little 
weirdoes like me,” he says. 

It’s the most visibly animated 
Hadreas gets during our entire con- 
versation. He admits that meeting 
someone who drove six hours to see 
him, someone who will treasure that 
ticket stub for years afterwards, is 
what energizes him after a show he 
thinks nobody liked. But when I ask 
about the best part of being famous, 
his voice nearly breaks. 

“T guess just most of the things 
I’m successful for are the things I was 
terrorized about growing up,” he says. 
“I’ve been tortured exclusively about 
my feminine qualities growing up, and 
those are the things I’ve championed 
in my music, and how! present myself 
and everything. So that feels great. If 
I let myself think about it that way, it 
feels really good.”

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Hall Monitors 


Doug Hall thrived before the camera as a young artist. Now he's behind it — and 


couldn't be happier.

In 1975, the year Saturday Night 


Live began its run as America’s premiere 
comedic showcase and introduced audi- 
ences to the likes of John Belushi, Dan 
Aykroyd, and Chevy Chase, another actor 
—just as funny, just as outlandish — was 
making a name in San Francisco for his 
portrayals of John F. Kennedy. JFK was 
dead, of course, but that was part of the 
joke for Doug Hall, who looked like the for- 
mer president, sounded like him, and 
mimicked him in videos that satirized 
America’s obsession for footage of Kenne- 
dy’s assassination and addiction to mass 
media. Hall, then in his early 30s, was a 
member of arts and performance collec- 
tive T.R. Uthco, an obvious riff on the lack 
of veracity in the corporate world. 

“Who can deny that we are a nation 
addicted to television and the constant 
flow of media?” Hall’s JFK figure asks 
in Media Burn, the 1975 video made at 
Daly City’s Cow Palace, where T.R. Uthco 
worked with another arts and perfor- 
mance collective, Ant Farm. “I ask you, 
my fellow Americans, haven't you ever 
wanted to put your foot through your 
television screen?” 

Hall is still — metaphorically speak- 
ing, anyway — putting his foot through 
media screens in a bid to prod, poke, 
and cajole his audiences into critical 
thinking. A new photography exhibit at 
Rena Bransten Gallery, “Doug Hall: Love 
and Architecture,” plays with the way 
people fetishize buildings that are linked 
to their lovers, while a new exhibit at the 
San Francisco Art Institute, “Doug Hall: 
The Terrible Uncertainty of the Thing 
Described,” reintroduces Hall’s 1987 
dramatic video of nature’s fury. 

Hall as performer is missing in these 
exhibits — he essentially retired from 
on-camera mischief right before he 
made “The Terrible Uncertainty of the 
Thing Described” because, he tells SF 
Weekly, he found his role-playing taxing 
and almost narcissistic, despite the criti- 
cal acclaim he got for his characters. 

“T became disenchanted with myself 
as a performer,’ Hall says. “I didn’t think 
I was particularly good at it, in fact. More 
importantly, I found it impossible to 
form any critical relationship to what 
I was doing. I couldn’t see what I was 
doing because I was in the middle of it. I 
needed to get some sort of distance from 
the delirium that I had found myself in 
as a performer. There were a lot of per- 
formances I did, either individually or 
as part of the collective T.R. Uthco, that 
were pretty out there, and put demands 
— emotional and psychological — on 





me that I couldn’t sustain over a career.” 
What Hall did sustain was his reputa- 
tion as one of America’s most provocative 
artist-intellectuals. His bona fides are the 
hallmarks of long artistic success — in- 
cluding National Endowment for the Arts 
fellowships, a Guggenheim fellowship, a 
Fulbright, and the Gilmore D. Clarke & 
Michael Rapuano Rome Prize in Visual 
Arts from the American Academy in 
Rome. A graduate of Harvard College 
(with a bachelor’s in anthropology) and 
the Maryland Institute College of Art’s 
Rinehart School of Sculpture (an MFA in 
sculpture), Hall has the ability to take eso- 
teric subjects, especially inspired by litera- 
ture, and make them visually arresting. 
“The Terrible Uncertainty of the 
Thing Described” takes its name from a 
dense philosophical tract about fear and 
perception written by the 18th-century 
English philosopher Edmund Burke. In 
Hall's video rendition, he splices together 
clips of frightening (and sometimes beau- 
tiful) weather extremities: tornadoes that 
sweep away fields, ocean waves that rise 
and fall with sudden ferocity, lightning 
bolts straight out of a horror film. At the 
San Francisco Art Institute, the video is 
shown in a dark gallery on seven screens 
— a giant one perched on an upper ledge, 
and six smaller TVs at top-hat level. 
Different screens play different versions 
of “The Terrible Uncertainty,’ and the ef- 
fect is transfixing, chaotic, disturbing, rap- 
turous — and literally magnetic, thanks to 
a Tesla coil that, in a nearby space, emits 
bolts of electricity that snap in the air 
between two chairs. Like some Franken- 
stein-ian experiment, the bolts coalesce 
into a cloud of blue tangles, and make the 
sound of a lightning bolt. You don’t want 
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“The First Chapter,” 2015, 
by Doug Hall.

to go near those tangles. In fact, you can’t 
— you're prevented by a metal screen that 
somehow accentuates the gallery’s intense 
atmosphere. This agitating set-up puts 
the observer in the role of participant and 
even, Hall says, of performer. 

“The piece is very much putting the 
burden of performance back into the 
hands of the audience,” Hall says. “As an 
observer of that work, it’s quite perplex- 
ing and demanding — you don’t know 
where to be in it. It doesn’t lay itself out 
in a kind of perspectival way. You find 
yourself being the performer within 
the installation. In that sense, I’m really 
happy to relinquish that responsibility.” 

Co-presented at the San Francisco 
Art Institute by SFMOMA, which owns 
the video, ‘The Terrible Uncertainty of 
the Thing Described” is being exhibited 
for the first time in the Bay Area since 
1989, when the museum last put it up. 
The work complements Hall’s JFK vid- 
eos by critiquing the way moving images 
magnify and distort reality. The Tesla 
coil, which engineer Nikola Tesla invent- 
ed in 1891, is really there in San Fran- 
cisco Art Institute’s exhibit hall, while 
nature's fury is merely on video. 

“There's a long history of my work 
investigating representations of power, 
and how media images function within 
that,” Hall says. “The Terrible Uncertain- 
ty of the Thing Described’ is all about 
power and the sublime, and the force of 
nature and the force of media.” 

At Rena Bransten Gallery, Hall’s 
“Love and Architecture,’ which repurpos- 
es some of his previous photos, draws 


inspiration from two novels that Hall 
adores: Orhan Pamuk’s The Museum of 
Innocence (2008), whose protagonist es- 
tablishes a museum to display mundane 
objects his young lover once touched, 
and André Breton’s Nadja (1928), a Sur- 
realist diary of a French man’s obsession 
with a young woman who's later put 

in a mental institution. Hall’s The First 
Chapter is a clever diptych of two made- 
up pages — one showing the inside of 
an elaborate mall, one displaying a nude 
woman covering her genitals. 

In The Lonely Heart I, Hall juxtaposes 
images of outside buildings with ad- 
vice-column quandaries, like this one: 
“Dear Dr. Sooth: I’ve been living with 
Pam for two years. Recently, we met 
my ex-girl-friend, Karyn, but she was 
hitting on me and dropping remarks 
of what we used to do. I could tell Pam 
was jealous because after Karyn left she 
called her a bitch. Since then Karyn has 
called several times and when Pam an- 
swers the phone they scream and curse 
at each other. Pam has even challenged 
Karyn to a fight, but I don’t want it to 
come to this. Any advice would help.” 
Love goes awry in Pamuk’s and Breton’s 
works, just as it does in Hall’s. He calls 
the “Love and Architecture” title of his 
Rena Bransten Gallery exhibit “an ironic 
juxtaposition” of wording. 

Highlighting irony has been a lifelong 
theme for Hall, who is now 71. As an 
actor and absurdist, he was at his best 
in Media Burn and in The Eternal Frame, 
also made in 1975 with T.R. Uthco and 
Ant Farm. In The Eternal Frame, Hall and 
his acting cohorts re-enacted Kennedy’s 
assassination in Dallas’ Dealey Plaza, site 
of the killing, with Hall flailing around 
in an open limousine as if he’s been hit 
with bullets. The humor is dark — very 
dark. The humor in his new work is much 
more subtle. And his new work empha- 
sizes photography, which has replaced 
video as his primary art form. What links 
the works, says Hall: “Exploring how we 
formulate meaning out of images.” Even 
as Hall gets older, that search doesn’t 
change, whether he’s in front of the cam- 
era or squarely behind it. Photography, 
Hall says, offers “a much more intimate 
look at things.” You have to work more 
to get the meaning from Hall’s newer art. 
But it’s there — a critique of societal hab- 
its that Hall puts out in the open, even if 
he is nowhere to be found.

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MIRROR, MIRROR, ON THE TUBE 


Black Mirror Might Be the 
Twilight Zone’s Peer 


The Twilight Zone is the great- 
est television show ever produced, and 
very few series even come close to repli- 
cating it. In some ways, that only en- 
dears me to the original version even 
more. Every time I see an attempt to 
top it (The [New] Twilight Zone, The 
[Other New] Twilight Zone, Steven Spiel- 
berg’s Amazing Stories), my esteem for 
the original only grows. It seems to feed 
off its supplicants in order to sustain its 
fattened reign; hey, that actually sounds 
like a good Twilight Zone episode. 

So when folks started saying that 
England’s Black Mirror was the New 
New New Twilight Zone, I thought, 
“Yeah, right.” I also saw words and 
phrases like “dystopian” and “the 
evils of technology” thrown in, two 
clichés that bore the shit out of me. 
(Man creates robot, robot kills man. 
Next.) However, when one of my 
friends said that the episodes of Black 
Mirror that she caught on Netflix had 
“haunted” her, 
my interest 
was piqued. I 
pictured being 
haunted by 
an iWatch ora 
computer chip, 
the two things 
that come to 
mind when the 
word “technol- 
ogy is uttered. 
Not scary 
enough, folks. 
Early raves from 
highbrow sourc- 
es like The New York Times and The 
New Yorker didn’t help my aversion; 
shit, they liked The Master. Snooze. 

Finally, I watched Black Mirror. 
And I was left gape-mouthed and, 
yes, haunted. The show is incredi- 
ble. Each episode is a self-contained 
story that plays off some greater 
psychological byproduct of our tex- 
ting, Facebooking, downloading, and 
ever-consuming media society. It’s 
not about a man creating a robot and 
the robot going berserk and bashing 
him over the head with his steel arm; 
it’s about man creating hyper-reality 
and living with the consequences. It’s 
about basic human scruples being 
tested by the easy access to instant 
gratification. It’s about prurience 
and consumerism, advertising and 
sensationalism. It’s grand satire that 
makes you think. Like The Twilight 
Zone, Black Mirror has good stories 
with even better back stories. 

If you haven't yet watched it, 
don't let the first episode throw you 
off, the one about the British prime 
minister forced to have sex witha 
pig on live TV — porking the pork? 
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— to free a kidnapped woman. (Why 
the producers decided to lead with 
their weakest episode is beyond me.) 
Instead, skip to the first episode of 
Season 2, where a woman creates a 
replicant out of her dead boyfriend, 
or perhaps the greatest episode of 
all, “White Bear,” in which a woman 
awakes in a Hunger Games-type world 
with no knowledge of how or why she 
got there. 

Seasons 1 and 2 have been up on 
Netflix for a few months, but if you 
are keen to find more out there you 
have only one option, the Black Mir- 
ror Christmas Special” that aired in 
the U.K. last December. It starred Jon 
Hamm, no less! I waited patiently for 
Netflix to pick it up but it still hasn’t. 
Luckily, some enterprising chaps 
posted it on YouTube in March and 
it shall remain there until The Man 
notices. I suppose more technologi- 
cally savvy readers know other places 

on the internet 
to find illegal 
streams, but once 
you finish tin- 
kering with your 
robot you will be 
dead, anyway. We 
Luddites depend 
on YouTube. 

Sadly, the 
“White Christmas” 
episode was a 
bit of a letdown. 
Could it be pos- 
sible that the 

creators bowed to 
pressure to make a long “special” to 
feed hungry fans and thereby take 
creative dives? Hmm. The crux of 
the story revolves around Hamm, 
who gets into people’s heads for a 
living, so to speak. I don’t want to 
reveal spoilers. The characters find 
themselves in improbably strange 
situations, like a good George Saun- 
ders short story, but the show really 
seems like the writers cobbled to- 
gether two show ideas and tried to 
squish them into one long one. In the 
end, I wasn’t haunted one bit. 

Don't get me wrong, it’s still 
better than 90 percent of what’s out 
there. But perhaps, like The Twilight 
Zone, Black Mirror will be hit-or-miss, 
with some instant classics and others 
that have the faint glow of brilliance.

Black Souls 
Not rated. Opens Friday 
at the Opera Plaza Cinema. 
Some movies are clearly made with an 
international audience in mind, while 
others are steeped in local traditions 
and mores, and the filmmakers aren’t 
especially concerned with how easy it is 
for outsiders to follow the story. While 
Francesco Munzi’s Black Souls is closer 
to the kind of Italian gangster film that 
last year’s broodfest Salvo had promised 
to be — and Salvo was ultimately a bet- 
ter film — Souls still feels very in- 
side-baseball, trusting the audience to 
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follow along. Brothers Luigi (Marco 
Leonardi) and Rocco (Peppino Maz- 
zotta) are drug-running Mafiosi in 
southern Italy, while the third and el- 
dest brother Luciano (Fabrizio Fer- 
racane) is happy to live a simpler life, 
herding goats. Not so content with the 
goat-herding is Luciano’s hotheaded 
son Leo (Giuseppe Fumo), who, as the 
saying goes, has wanted to be a gangster 
for as far back as he can remember. 
Things go sideways when Leo tries to 
prove his Mafia worth with a gun, drag- 
ging his uncles and eventually his father 
into a deeply messy situation. You can 
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practically smell the musky odors of 
Black Souls’ e’er-so-entitled men, while 
the women are mostly pawns and prop- 
erty, which is no doubt how things are 
there in real life. Also, guys apparently 
say “busting my balls” a lot. It’s a differ- 
ent world.

Clouds of Sils Maria 

Rated R. Opens Friday. 
Getting old might not be so bad if it 
weren't for the sense that the world can’t 
wait to replace you with a younger 
model. That’s especially true for women, 
and doubly so for actresses. In Oliver As- 
sayas’s Clouds of Sils Maria, successful ac- 
tress Maria (Juliette Binoche) has 
rewluctantly agreed to participate in a re- 
vival of the play that made her famous 
20 years prior. It’s about a destructive af- 
fair between a young woman named Sig- 
rid and her older mentor Helena — with 
the catch that Maria will now play Hel- 
ena, with her original role of Sigrid to be 
assayed by a troubled, tabloid-bait starlet 
(Chloé Grace Moretz). Set largely in the 
Swiss Alps, much of the picture is a ter- 
rific two-hander between Maria and her 
assistant Val (Kristen Stewart), who runs 
lines with Maria while engaging in occa- 
sionally fourth-wall-pushing philosophi- 
cal debates about innocence versus 
maturity, what it means to have integrity 
as a celebrity in modern Hollywood, and 
everything in between. There’s some un- 
fortunate, entirely gratuitous nudity, but 
Binoche and Stewart have a terrific 
chemistry together — look, are we com- 
fortable yet saying that Kristen Stewart 
has the potential to be one of the best ac- 
tresses of her generation? Because she 
may well become one of the best ac- 
tresses of her generation. And Bincohe 
still ain’t a slouch, either. SC 


Love Thy Nature 
Not rated. Opens Friday 
at the Vogue Theatre. 
It's being promoted as a documentary, 
but Sylvie Rokab’s Love Thy Nature is 
more of a tract, and at times, an ex- 
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tended infomercial for an organization 
that encourages technology companies 
to mimic nature in their designs. Mixing 
crisp HD cinematography with some 
truly awful animation and many talking 
heads, Love Thy Nature is also fin- 
ger-wagging about how you — 
yes, you — should be outside enjoying 
the Earth more than you are. The woo 
about Gaia and such makes even the oc- 
casional hard science sound suspect, and 
questionable statements like people go- 
ing to parks after 9/11 as proof of the 
healing power of nature don’t help. 
There’s ultimately nothing in the hel- 
la-wordy Love Thy Nature about nature 
versus civilization that wasn’t said better 
in the word-free Koyannisqatsi, and Na- 
ture’s video games scenes hint at Philip 
Glass’ iconic score for that film. Evi- 
dently, today’s kids will grow up out of 
shape and with violent tendencies be- 
cause of those damn PlayStations, much 
as past moral panics inveighed against 
television and comic books. And if the ul- 
timate message of Love Thy Nature is to 
go outside and play, hopefully a special 
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dispensation will be given to those of us 
who have to stay inside watching and 
writing about movies that exhort them 
to go outside and play. SC 


Monkey Kingdom 

Rated G. Opens Friday. 
This absorbing survey of socially compli- 
cated Sri Lankan macaques comes to us 
from the entity known as Disneynature, 
prompting a useful if perhaps ultimately 
unanswerable question: What is the na- 
ture of Disney? In this case, it’s a docu- 
mentary division which sees Earth Day 
as a great marketing hook. So Monkey 
Kingdom is the latest fulfillment of that 
mandate, a chronicle of live-action ani- 
mal behavior done up in the characteris- 
tically cutesy house style. Well, if you 
must find some animal to anthropomor- 
phize, a close relative to homo sapiens 
seems like a good way to go. These are 
clever, agile, adaptable creatures, and 
quite receptive to our emotional projec- 
tions — sometimes to the point of 
creepiness. Once past a punning 
pre-credits fusion of the Monkees 
theme with familiar orchestral heart- 
string music, the film tucks in nicely to 
its forgivably contrived narrative. 
Rather progressively for a movie that 
doesn’t even say the word “sex,” let alone 
show any, it’s framed as the story of a 
low-born female who liberates herself 
from social tyranny by cuckolding her 
resident alpha male and taking up single 
motherhood. Tina Fey is a good choice 
for the narrator, her delivery somehow 
both no-nonsense and gratified by silli- 
ness. Directors Mark Linfield and 
Alastair Fothergill make their combina- 
tion of intimate scenes and gorgeous 
scenery look much easier to collect and 
assemble than it must have been. Minor 
ethical questions do linger, as the film- 
makers seem to have abetted several 
food raids by their subjects on human 
homes and businesses. But the high- 
er-level mission here, to engender fasci- 
nation among young viewers, is well 
accomplished.

Beyond the Reach It's okay for a movie to be silly and 
goofy. Heck, most movies could benefit from being 
sillier and goofier than they are, particularly films 
like Jean-Baptiste Léonetti’s Beyond the Reach. 
Unfortunately, while Léonetti’s film is never less than 
ridiculous, it forgets to also be fun. Young Ben (the 
hunky Jeremy Irvine) is hired to be the guide for the 
ostentatiously wealthy Madec (Michael Douglas) as 
he ventures into the desert to shoot at living things. 
When one of those living things accidentally turns out 
to be ahuman, Madec begins hunting Ben to ensure 
his silence. The sluggish Beyond the Reach suffers 
from a lack of chemistry between its leads; Douglas 
knows when to amp up the moustache-twirling 
villainy, but the frequently-shirtless Irvine doesn't 
even project as much personality as an Abercrombie 
model. Curiously enough, the picture is thematically 
similar to this week's much, much better Clouds of 
Sils Maria, which is also about the dysfunctional 
relationship between two people of vastly different 
ages in a remote location. And as for films about 
hunting the most dangerous game (the “game” being 
humans in hunting parlance, as opposed to the act 
of hunting being the game), Beyond the Reach can't 
touch Christopher Denham's recent Preservation, 
which shows how to do it right. (SC) 

Cheatin’ Oh, the places a jealous mind will go! Already 
good for any number of movie stories, that con- 
ceit seems especially well-suited to animator Bill 
Plympton's casual mastery of crazy cartoon physics. 
In Cheatin’, even the story structure itself is warped, 
and what fun to feel the energy of its zigzagging 
current — from the static electric shock of a bumper- 
car meet-cute to the mad, high-voltage science of 
its duly amplified climax. In Plympton’s deliberately 
digressive hand-drawn fantasia, a pucker-lipped 
looker and a cloddish muscleman come together 
and fall apart with reckless romantic abandon. 
Choice opera snippets dovetail with composer Nicole 
Renaud’s accordion-intensive retro score to imply 
that this is timeless, or at least archetypal, stuff: 
the tragicomic symbiosis of insecurity and infidelity. 
Ever a genius with visual gags, Plympton gets most 
of his tale across with exaggerated, pulpy sensuality 
and without dialogue — although we shouldn't 
neglect due credit to the expressive vocal talents 
of Sophia Takal and Jeremy Baumann. Movement 
is of the essence here, and it’s really something to 
see these irrepressibly protean figures put through 
their emotional paces. By way of critique, one might 
dare Plympton to be less defensively erotic in future 
work, but that just affirms the thrill of racing to keep 
up with his inspirations. (JK)

You Can Call Me AL 


AL's Place is the new anchor tenant for Valencia’s southern end.

If you know one thing about 
AL's Place, Aaron London’s 2-month-old 
restaurant on 26th and Valencia, it’s proba- 
bly that he pulled a switcheroo. Here, the 
vegetables are the stars while the meats are 
relegated to the side. As gimmicks go, it’s a 
good one, carving out anew niche in the 
small plates universe. It probably prefigures 
a standard Californian diet after another 
few years of climate change and drought, 
too. And London, who got a James Beard 
nomination during his time at Ubuntu in 
Napa, brings exactly the right amount of 
flash to this mostly pescatarian endeavor. 

Although the “AL” stands for the 
chef-owner’s initials, “AL’s Place” sounds 
more like a luncheonette that serves 
cops and hard hats and closes at 3 p.m. 
(There’s another Al’s Place near Sac- 
ramento, an 80-year-old Italian joint 
that’s known locally as “Al the Wop’s.” 
No joke.) The San Francisco AL’s is not 
a meat-and-potatoes spot, or even po- 
tatoes-and-meat; the presentation is as 
fastidious as the name is casual. 

London has divided his menu into 
very basic categories: “cold/cool,” 
“warm/hot,’ and the meatier “sides.” 
There’s also a list of $6 “snackles,” which 
is a word that I keep going back and 
forth on: Is it adorable, or is it insuf- 
ferable? Among the snackles is a bowl 
of Vadouvan almonds that tasted like 
a sugary kids’ cereal — until the curry 
took over. (“T like them but I don’t,” my 
dining buddy said, although he kept on 
eating them, just as I did.) 

Virtually everything at AL’s was a 
success, with almost no range of opinion 
at the table. After one spoonful of the 
green pea curry (with tuna and a pickled 
strawberry), you know you're in good 
hands. The use of something as sweet 
and bright as a strawberry in a savory 
dish is impressive, an understated act of 
showmanship that set the overall tone. 

Maybe I was just excited for my first 
non-homemade asparagus dish of the 
year, but the snap of salt on those stalks 
was a great welcome back to the season. 
I’m not sure I’ve been served such a 
generous portion of burrata in a long 
time, let alone one coated with crum- 
bled potato chips. (It was the best high- 
brow-lowbrow mash-up I’ve had since 
the Pop Rocks granita at Californios.) 

But the finest texture of the evening 
belonged to the fregola with pickled 
pea broth and goat’s gouda (which the 
server called “our sleeper dish.”)

AL's doesn’t have a full liquor license. If 
you don’t know your vermouths and sher- 
ries, the five cocktails might sound a little 
cryptic considering they come with pseud- 
onyms straight out of Reservoir Dogs. Ms. 
Brown (Fino, Maurin Sec, Cocchi Torino, 
grapefruit bitters) had a pleasant cocoa 
flavor, but Mr. White (Cocchi bianco, 
Cava, orange bitters) was truly excellent, 
with the blood orange slice against the 
mammoth ice cube making a sharp visual.

Hey Kids, Who 
Wants a Socially 
Conscious 
Chicken Finger?

While Jen Johnson has been a 
chef for the past 25 years, including a de- 
cade working with Alice Waters at Chez 
Panisse, it’s her stint in Ann and Gordon 
Getty’s private kitchen that brought her 
to where she is today. 

Johnson has served President Barack 
Obama dinner on at least three occa- 
sions, and her food undoubtedly played 
a role in any fundraising pitches he 
made to wealthy supporters, which may 
even have helped him win (re)election. 
On the other hand, it’s the Montessori 
School on the premises that really 
shaped her career trajectory, as John- 
son’s wife and business partner, Serafina 
Palendech, elaborated to SF Weekly. 

“Every day the kids would come in 
and sit around her big far table in the 
kitchen,” Palandech said. She’d cook 
their lunches, “and they’d go home and 
ask their moms for Chef Jen’s chicken 
fingers.” 

That’s the story behind Hip Chick 
Farms, a venture between Palandech 
and Johnson (and their 4-year-old, 
Ruby Rose, about whom more later) 
that produces chicken wings, chicken 
meatballs, and gluten-free chicken 
nuggets. In only a few short years, Hip 
Chick has acquired national distribu- 
tion, including to Sprouts and Whole 
Foods, and will be on Northern Califor- 
nia Safeway shelves in just a few weeks. 

While the farm itself is where some 
of the slaughter takes place, it’s also 
become a proper menagerie, including 
horses, donkeys, chickens, turkeys, rab- 
bits, cats, and fish. It’s gotten to where 
Palandech is “technically not allowed to 
go onto Craigslist anymore.” And last 
year, those Hip Chicks raised their first 
turkeys, slaughtering one and giving 
the other to friends.

“After we dressed and killed it, it 
was 43 pounds, which is a pound bigger 
than my daughter,” Palandech said. 
“Our draught horses, two of them are 
retired, but the manure they produce is 
seasoned and we use it to grow our veg- 
etables. All our daughter’s friends climb 
all over them. They’re like big dogs.” 

Having grown up in Los Angeles, 
Palandech wanted Ruby Rose to learn 
about food from day one. 

“She knows how to grow vegetables. 
She knows where her eggs come from. 
She knows how to kill a turkey,” Paland- 
ech added. “It doesn’t bother her at all. 
It’s just a part of her life. 

If there’s a touch of latter-day Laura 
Ingalls Wilder to this life, there’s also 
a back-to-the-land lesbian ethos. Con- 
trary to a recent Modern Farmer pho- 
to-essay of LGBT farmers nationwide, 
which showed a touch of loneliness to 
being gay in the hinterlands, Palandech 
feels like part of a larger community. 

“There’s a large community of LGBT 
folks in Sebastopol,” she said. “A lot who 
have kids. Farmers, some. But even if 
they’re not farming there’s a general- 
ized interest in building a community 
around sustainable food systems.” 

Since putting down roots in Sono- 
ma, Palandech and Johnson have been 
on a media blitz. A few unsuccessful 
auditions for various iterations of Shark 
Tank and a philosophy of saying yes to 
almost everything eventually led to a 
Food Network debut this week, before 
the panel of potential investors on Food 
Fortunes. Filming required that they 
borrow live chickens in L.A., while en 
route to the studio. 

And that Obama connection? It 
goes even deeper. Beyond first lady 
Michelle Obama having made combat- 
ing childhood obesity through better 
school lunches her signature issue, 
Johnson was cooking for Vice President 
Joe Biden while Palandech and I were 
speaking. She got to meet the president 
on one of his stops at the Gettys’, too. 

“She got her photo taken with him,” 
Palandech said. “It was right around the 
time he was advocating for marriage 
equality, and so she wanted to say 
something to him that was meaningful, 
but you only have a moment. She said, 
‘President Obama, my wife and my

Rejoice! 
Disneyland's 
Dole Whip is Now 
Available in SF

Let’s all take a moment to pro- 
cess the fact that Dole Whip exists in San 
Francisco now. 

This frozen treat, formerly available 
only at Disneyland, the Dole Plantation 
in Hawaii, and a small handful of obscure 
amusement parks nowhere near me, is 
now easily accessible in the Bay Area. 

While it looks like any run-of-the- 
mill soft-serve, after one taste, you'll re- 
alize that Dole Whip is special. It’s light- 
er, airier, and almost fluffy. Amazingly, 
this treat contains no actual dairy — I’m 
told they use coconut oil and pineapple 
purée — but don't let that fool you. It’s 
still incredibly creamy. 

You can find this frozen delight at a 
new shop called Pineapples on Ocean Av- 
enue in Mission Terrace, just a few blocks 
up from City College. Pineapples is an is- 
land-themed cafe opened earlier this year 
by a young couple who wanted to bring 
a slice of the islands to the Bay Area. To 
the aforementioned world-famous Dole 
Whip (and the refreshing float version 
that uses pineapple juice), you can add 
toppings like coconut shavings, mochi, 
and li hing powder, a Hawaiian specialty 
that will add a slightly sweet, slightly 
sour, and slightly salty note. The toppings 
are optional (and an additional 50 cents), 
and hardly necessary, as Dole Whip in its 
purest form is already delicious. 

Pineapples has island-themed drinks 
(mango tea, Kona coffee), rice plates in- 
cluding kalua pork and tuna poke, some 
specialty dessert waffles, breakfast sand- 
wiches, a few other local sweet treats 
like shaved ice and acai bowls, and, of 
course, many cans of Spam. 

So does the Dole Whip from Pine- 
apples stack up against the one that 
Disneyland serves? If I can forget 
about the fact that I’m not eating in 
line to ride Indiana Jones and the Tem- 
ple of the Forbidden Eye or on my way 
to grab a fastpass for Space Mountain, 
then yes, absolutely.

The Limits of Authenticity 


Not very far up Kearny Street 
from Market, sharp-eyed observers will 
discover alleyways filled with tent- 
covered tables and communal café 
seating. Turn down one such alley and 
the neighborhood feels suddenly 
Continental — like youre in Paris or 
Venice, waiting for a coterie of 
international students to come pool 
their money for a bottle of wine, 
possibly before dying of consumption 
or vandalizing a synagogue. (Old 
Europe had its downsides.) 

Ireland is also waiting there. Some 
of these establishments are Irish 
taverns, and if you’ve ever wondered 
“where can all of my friends go to 
get a drink in San Francisco that 
won't feel like we’re crammed into a 
shoebox full of hipsters?” then this 
is your answer. [hese taverns 
are big in a way that most 
San Francisco bars rarely 
get. Though usually 
crowded, it seems 
like it’s always 
possible to find 
room. 

It would be 
cruel of me to say 
that this is their 
only appeal, but 
as I was lifting a 
chalice of Leffe at 
The Irish Bank, I 
realized that I have 
never been there 
without a big group 
of people. This bar 
has other virtues, but it 
has simply never come up 
as a place to go on my own, 
or with a small group. No one 
ever says “Darling, it’s just the two 
of us. Let’s go to The Irish Bank.” At 
least, no one’s ever said that to me. 

It claims to be “one of America’s 
most historically accurate and 
romantic Irish Pubs” — and that may 
be the problem. There’s absolutely 
nothing romantic about a place 
designed to encourage people to 
drink this much. So let’s step back 
from “romantic” — the sounds I 
heard coming from the urinals at 10 
p.m. won't be putting anyone in the 
mood — but we'll absolutely give it 
“authentic.” 

Modeled after a rural Irish cottage 
— complete with antique water pump 
— The Irish Bank’s insides are wholly 
covered with kitsch, advertisements, 
and knickknacks of the sort that 
you have to be drunk to mistake for 
anything resembling décor. This is the 
problem with authenticity: It doesn’t 
live up to the hype. As Ireland’s 
native son Oscar Wilde repeatedly 
told us, perfection is artificial. It is 
an elegant lie. There are certain kinds 
of beauty, certain kinds of romance, 
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that simply don’t occur in nature. 
It’s why we have poetry. (Certain 
kinds of explosions also don’t occur 
in nature, which is why we have 
movies.) 

This bar might almost look 
romantic when nobody is there and 
you have some of those gorgeous, 
wood-paneled rooms all to yourself. 
But this is not an Oscar Wilde bar. 

It doesn’t just choose authenticity 

at the end of the day, it gets up 

at dawn and eats authenticity for 
breakfast. It’s a tavern, not a museum 
piece, and nothing about it connects 
aesthetically unless you're drinking, 
and drinking hard. 

With about 15 beers on tap and 
another 20 bottled, the Bank’s 

selection is designed to cover the 

bases rather than extend the 
palate: it’s not a “beer 
bar” as the Bay Area 
thinks of them. With 
about 10 wines to 
choose from, it’s 
hardly a wine bar, 
either. Its cocktail 
list, too, tends to 
cover the bases 
— although I 
suspect it’s more 
adventurous 
than any bar 
in rural Ireland 
probably gets — 
with bartenders 
who pour them 
with a heavy hand. 
Drinks here are alcohol 
delivery vehicles, not 
the proving grounds for 
mixologists. If you’re not here 
with a bunch of friends toasting each 
other, you're not really here. 

The Irish Bank’s secret weapon 
is its menu: Traditional pub fare, 
plentiful options, and reasonable 
prices mean everyone at the table 
can find something to eat and then 
keep drinking. The Irish Bank would 
have been perfect for me maybe 
10 years ago, when I was drinking 
heavily for its own sake and singing 
Irish pub songs in English bars to 
woo European women. Today | 
respect it for what it is. When one 
of my friends says, “There’s a bunch 
of us, let’s go to The Irish Bank,” I go 
willingly. But I’m trying to find a bar 
where Oscar Wilde is sitting in the 
corner drinking absinthe, remarking 
that either this wallpaper has to go or 
he does. 


That bar is down another alley.

Live Dead 


Mexican vocal stylist Lila Downs reflects on death, desire, and divinity.

Music writers are always drop- 
ping the ‘i word. Who are your biggest 
influences? What influenced you the 
most? Lila Downs has no problem 
talking about her influences; she even 
covers numerous songs by some of the 
most influential artists. But as a per- 
former, the 47-year-old singer doesn’t 
just incorporate a few stylistic quirks 
from the artists she admires; she posi- 
tively embodies those quirks, twists and 
turns them, pulls them apart, puts them 
back together again, frees them from 
their constraints, then spits them out in 
exaggerated, postmodern interpreta- 
tions of familiar standards or originals 
that look like warped mirror images of 
earlier songs, although from a parallel 
universe. She’s David Bowie as the Thin 
White Duke. Beyoncé as Sasha Fierce. 
Janelle Monde as Cindi Mayweather. 

One key difference: Downs has 
no special name for her alter ego — 
she is her alter ego. Another major 
difference: The musical forms she 
experiments with are predominantly 
traditional Mexican and other Latin 
American folk and pop styles that re- 
main just outside the peripheral vision 
of most English-language music fans. 
Downs channels Lola Beltran, Mer- 
cedes Sosa, Chavela Vargas, and other 
musical greats in performances that 
conjure their voices and spirits, but 
with intensified makeup, heightened 
colors, and a sweeping vocal range 
that takes her from deep, guttural 
moans and soft coos to dramatic, 
high-pitched wails. 

“T loved Lola Beltran,” Downs says 
of the great Mexican ranchera singer 
known as Lola la Grande. Downs is 
speaking from her home in Oaxaca, 
Mexico, the day before she departs 
for a tour that brings her to San 
Francisco’s Nourse Theater April 22. 
“When I was a little girl I would watch 
[Lola’s] movies with Antonio Aguilar. 
My mother says I would imitate her, 
running around the house with hats 
and skirts.” 

On Downs’ new album, Balas y 
Chocolate (bullets and chocolate), the 
singer — also a human-rights activist 
who has long sung of cultural and po- 
litical issues — takes a more personal 
turn, combining her relationship to 
death and transformation with larger 
issues of cultural decay and rebirth. In 
the past, Downs has collaborated with 
traditional and experimental Latin 
artists from the late Argentine protest 
singer Sosa to Rubén Albarran of the

Mexican alt-rock band Café Tacvba. 
On Balas y Chocolate, Downs enlisted 

a pair of more mainstream names: 
Mexican pop icon Juan Gabriel and 
Colombian pop-rock singer Juanes, 
with whom she duets on the single “La 
Patria Madrina” (the motherland). In 
the acoustic-based protest song fueled 
by horns and fluttering rhythms, 
Downs goes straight for the emotional 
jugular: “Woke up today with my eyes 
stuck together / Saw hell, saw the 
news / Graves, the dead, destruction 
of Mother Nature / Ambition, power, I 
got depressed.” 

She has reason to be depressed, 
having endured her share of hardships, 
including a recent life-threatening 
heart diagnosis given her husband and 
musical collaborator, saxophonist Paul 
Cohen. When we talk, she tells how the 
confluence of personal and global chal- 
lenges has affected her recent songs. 


You've said the new album 
is an homage to el Dia de los 
Muertos — the Day of the Dead. 
What does that Mexican tradi- 
tion mean to you? 

When I was little I remember the 
first thing that would wake me up in 
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the morning on the first of November 
was the smell of the beautiful incense, 
the copal incense. It’s very mysterious 
and beautiful and makes you think of 
the sacred and the ritualistic. It carries 
with it this kind of mystic side that has 
something to do with our Indian past 
— and of course, the copal is a Native 
American resin, so it makes us connect 
on a very primitive level to the notion 
of another world besides the live one. 

My father died when I was 16 and 
my grandmother died just a few years 
later, and my connection to death has 
been quite present and profound ever 
since that time. My grandmother was 
a great influence and she used to speak 
with dead people. So that was my 
childhood. In my life, things seem to 
go in cycles, and being surrounded by 
people dying constantly is something 
that starts to have an effect on your 
dreams about your life. 


The English translation of 
your album title is “bullets and 
chocolate.” Do the bullets repre- 
sent death and danger and the 
chocolate, life or desire? 

Well, yeah, danger and seduction. 
The title came from my son, who’s four- 
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Elena Pardo 


and-a-half years old, and he loves to say 
the title. So the perspective came from 
a child’s vision, and I think it’s safe to 
say that that’s where our instinct is. The 
chocolate is a sacred element and we 
are being surrounded by bullets. There’s 
something very deep in our bones 
about that, and that’s why we have so 
many problems in our lives, I think. 


When | began digging more 
deeply into Latin popular music 
several years ago, one of the 
first songs that really moved me 
was Juanes’ “A Dios le Pido.” 
How did your collaboration with 
him come about? 

I wanted to be accompanied by 
someone in the Latin American scene 
that would have strength, and so 
I thought it would be wonderful if 
Juanes accompanied me. I sent him 
the song (“La Patria Madrina”) and he 
loved it and said he thought it really 
speaks strongly about what’s going on 
in our countries. I have great admi- 
ration for his songs. He’s done some 
beautiful songs that really express the 
nature of the Latin American — our 
relationship with faith and, in spite 
of all our historical circumstances, 


keeping that faith. I think he’s a great 
person to hold by the hand for this 
piece that talks about our homeland. 

I always think about the song Natalie 
Merchant wrote called “Homeland,” 
and I have great admiration for the 
way she expressed our fears and our 
love for this mysterious womb that we 
call the homeland. 


Juanes is from Colombia and 
you're from Mexico, both coun- 
tries that have experienced seri- 
ous struggles and dangers ... 

[Interrupts] ...along with other 
countries, too, like Hondurus and Sal- 
vador. Yes, it’s a difficult time for us, 
and again, it has to do with bullets — 
and with drugs, of course. The things 
we hate and the things we love. 


If Juanes’ tough political pop 
helps you represent the bullets 
part of the equation, would you 
say Juan Gabriel is the choc- 
olate part — the desire for the 
sweet, the spiritual? 

[Laughs] Well, yes, I guess. And in 
a way, he’s such a beautiful perform- 
er and so loving to his audience. He 
really shows the force of art. In Latin 
America, as you've probably seen, 
many people are greatly homophobic, 
and I think [Juan] just surpasses those 
boundaries because his art is so strong 
— his lyrics, his writing, his compos- 
ing, and his voice as well. 


You're pretty well-known for 
your activism — Mexican rights, 
immigrant rights, education. 
How much time do you put into 
that as opposed to your music? 

Well, as a musician, it’s my obli- 
gation to question these things and 
talk about them. Asa singer anda 
performer, I can do a lot. I get invit- 
ed to things. For example, Amnesty 
International is opening an office 
in Mexico City, so we're going to be 
performing along with several other 
artists. But the event that I take most 
seriously and that I invest more time 
in — along with my husband and our 
production and team of musicians 
— isascholarship fund in my home- 
town in Oaxaca. We support young 
women to continue in their high 
school education and then in their 
university education. 


Your mother was a singer, too. 
Did she encourage your interest 
in music, or discourage it? 

She discouraged popular music. She 
wanted me to be an opera singer, and 
I was on my way to being an opera 
singer. As you can tell, vocal technique 
plays an important part in my life and 
my music. And those important years 
of formation of the voice have been 
very helpful for me, technically. 


You've said that your father 
—- who was Anglo and a rather 
famous painter, photographer, 
filmmaker, and professor of Mex- 
ican art — had introduced you 
to English-language folk music. 
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What was it like exploring that 
music together with him? 

He greatly admired Bob Dylan, and 
this was in the ’60s and I had been 
surrounded by university students who 
were into this music, listening to Jimi 
Hendrix and Carlos Santana, and so 
that becomes a very important part of 
my musical eduation. And of course I 
love it as well — later on, in college, I 
listened to that music, too. And jazz — 
Billie Holiday, John Coltrane and Miles 
Davis — they were constants in my fa- 
ther’s evenings of whiskey and music. 


One of your biggest influences 
was the Argentine protest folk- 
singer Mercedes Sosa, whom you 
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were able to work with before 
her death in 2009. How did it 
feel to perform with one of your 
childhood idols? 

It was beautiful to hear her say any- 
thing, because she was so committed 
to truth. And she was also a very hum- 
ble person, in a very relieving sense. 
All of us in the arts can sometimes be 
such extravagant birds — and I include 
myself among them — but she was a 
folkster in all senses and I loved that 
about her. I loved seeing it, and I con- 
tinue to hold her as one of my saints. 

I think she helps me out sometimes 
in times of trouble. To have been able 
to sing with her was the greatest gift I 
could ask for. 
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When | first started listening 
to your music, I was seeing a 
woman who grew up in Texas 
listening to Lola Beltran with 
her mother, and when | played 
her your album La Cantina, it 
took her back. Was Lola Beltran 
a particular inspiration for you, 
or just one of many? 

She was my first influence. I loved 
her. I loved her. She definitely was the 
most important mother among all my 
artistic influences. And then later on I 
discovered that I needed to sing about 
other things that weren’t just beautiful 
songs, and so that’s when I discovered 
Mercedes. I had actually dropped out 
of music — I was studying anthropolo- 
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gy and then I discovered Mercedes and 
that changed my life again. 


Is that the period when you 
were following the Grateful Dead? 
Yes, I dropped out literally from 

society and followed the Grateful 
Dead and kind of lived on the streets, 
and that became my next education 
in terms of what I wanted to say asa 
person, as an individual. But then I 
came back, because I had a sequence 
of sad events in my life. 


Did the Dead's music or vibe 
have any lasting impact on 
what you do now — musically or 
otherwise? 
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Oh definitely. I think the whole 
vision of being open and loving and 
not jaded — even though, later on, 
I found a lot of jaded people in that 
scene. But when you first enter that 
scene, it’s just so loving, and I think 
love is the best thing that describes 
it. [Laughs.] And then, of course, the 
drugs — they helped move things 
along. I don’t think you can ever go 
back after those experiences.

A Date with 
Dub Techno 


By Chris Zaldua 


Dub techno is perhaps the most 
idiosyncratic subgenre of techno. It was in- 
vented from whole cloth by a pair of Ger- 
mans, Moritz von Oswald and Mark 
Ernestus, known for their work as Basic 
Channel and Maurizio. Longtime fans of 
reggae and dub, the pair discovered that 
typical dub recording techniques — i.e., us- 
ing the recording studio to inject space, 
echo, and reverb into reggae tunes, trans- 
forming them into “dub versions” — trans- 
lated perfectly to techno. And so dub techno 
was born, inspiring leagues of imitators. 
Enter Deadbeat: Of all the producers 
borrowing pages from the Oswald/Er- 
nestus playbook, Deadbeat is one of the 
most prolific — and talented. He’s slowly 
developed his sound over the course of 
15 years, starting from a straightforward 
dub-influenced minimal techno blue- 
print, ending up with last year’s “Infinity 
Dub Sessions,” a collaboration with 
Basic Channel-affiliated vocalist Paul St. 
Hilaire. It’s his most accomplished work 
yet; Hilaire’s voice works perfectly in

Giant NightLife with Braille, Different

The wildly successful weekly party at the 
Academy of Sciences, NightLife, isn’t really 
about music, to be honest: It’s about peo- 
ple-watching, checking out the aquarium 
and the tropical rainforest sans children, 
and drinking alcohol in a setting where it’s 
otherwise impermissible to do so.

Excellent music, lots to 
see and drink, a planetarium and a ful- 
ly-functioning rainforest make for pretty 
fine Thursday evening entertainment.

They both identify as “pansexual 
polyamorous playsluts,” which means 
they both have serious relationships 
and casual kinky sex with people out- 
side their marriage. 

As a couple, they’ve amassed close 
to 15 years of experience in BDSM 
and polyamory. They teach classes on 
everything from first-time explora- 
tions to fire play, suspension bondage, 
and even blood pendants. More 
about their classes, parties, and how 
to rock a blood pendant as if Billy Bob 
Thornton never made it uncool can be 
found at www.stefanosandshay.com. 

Though their marriage may seem 
impossibly nontraditional, they are 
one of the most solid, supportive, 
happy couples I’ve ever met.

I consider myself a straight guy — but for the last four 
years, I’ve been having an affair with “Connie,” a trans girl 
I met online. It was just casual at first, but over time we 
developed a deeper personal relationship but kept it hid- 
den. At some point, I figured out she was in love with me. I 
love her too, but I don’t think Iam “in love” with her. Sev- 
eral weeks ago, I went on a couple of dates with a girl Imet 
on Match.com. The new girl posted about our dates on 
Facebook, Connie saw it and was upset, and then Connie 
outed me to the new girl. The new girl and I weren't dating 
anymore, but it still was a betrayal that Connie told her — 
told anyone — about our relationship and my kink. Right 
now, I can’t look at or speak to Connie, but her friends tell 
me that she is despondent. I can’t get past my anger. Id like 
to keep her as a friend, but can I trust her? She reached out 
to me recently, but I told her to just leave me alone. 
Secret Telling Unnerves Nice Guy 


“Right out the gate, STUNG has to declare his hetero- 
sexuality,’ said Bailey Jay, an AVN Award-winning 
trans porn performer, writer, prolific (and hilarious) 
tweeter, and cohost of The Jim Norton Show on Vice. 
com. “Unless he’s trying to say that trans women are 
men or that he'd be mortified to be mistaken for a gay 
person, then emphasizing ‘straight’ is unnecessary.” 

Also unnecessary: that “but” after “T consider 
myself a straight guy.” Guys who desire and fuck 
women exclusively are straight, trans women are 
women, so no need to drop a “but” before telling us 
you ve been sleeping with a woman who happens 
to be trans. 

“The term ‘kink’ stuck out as well,” Jay added. 
“Sex with a trans woman can still be vanilla. I know 
lots of trans chicks who are a total bore in bed — 
so while something new can be exciting, sex with 
trans women is not innately kinky because of our 
bodies.” 

Vocabulary lesson’s over, STUNG. Now the 
advice... 

“STUNG says he feels betrayed by Connie 
blabbing about their relationship,” said Jay, “but it 
sounds less like a betrayal and more like embarrass- 
ment. The whole tone of his letter seems to imply 
that it’s a given that being with a trans woman is 
innately shameful. But take out all of the condi- 
tioned negative associations that some have with 
trans people, and what are you left with? At worst, 
we have a young lady who got jealous and acted 
immaturely.” 

Let’s pause for amoment to think about why 
Connie behaved immaturely and tried to screw up 
your (already DOA) relationship with the new girl. 

“STUNG seems to feel that it’s a given that Con- 
nie should know better than to talk openly about 
their relationship,” said Jay, “because trans women 
are an embarrassment and Connie should know 
enough to keep quiet.” 

So you treated Connie like she was an embar- 
rassing secret for four long years, STUNG, and that 
caused her pain. You caused her pain. Then you 
go ona couple dates with another woman — a cis 
woman — and it’s instantly all over Facebook. Con- 
nie was understandably upset, and not just by the 
fact that you were seeing someone else. All the hurt 
and anger that built up over the last four years — 
hurt at the way you treated her, anger with herself 
for putting up with it — overwhelmed her, and she 
lashed out. Connie isn’t a bad person, STUNG, she 
was just angry and upset. 

“And I don’t think STUNG is a bad guy,” said Jay. 
“His attitude toward trans women was shaped by a 
culture that treats trans women as either fetishes 
or punch lines. I am a transgender woman, and I 
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have my own internalized transphobia that I’ve had 
to navigate around. So while I can dissect and ana- 
lyze STUNG, I can hardly vilify him.” 

So what do I think you should do about Connie? 
You should call her and apologize. You should tell 
her that you treated her badly and you can under- 
stand why she lashed out. And you should tell her 
that, while you aren't “in love” with her, you do love 
her. Then you should tell her you're open to meet- 
ing up and talking things out. 

And what does Jay think you should do going 
forward? “I think STUNG should try to see every 
woman he sleeps with as fully human, regardless 
of their genitals.”

I'm 26 years old and have been dating my boyfriend for a 
year. In the first week of dating, he disclosed his adult- 
baby side. Trying to be a GGG partner, I told him I sup- 
ported him and dove right in, even though I felt 
uncomfortable.

Adult Diapers Under Lover’s Terms 


Something about being put in a diaper turns you on. 
(The particular sensations it creates in your swimsuit 
area? The taboo-ness of being a non-incontinent adult 
in a diaper?) But that turn-on is short-circuited by 
your discomfort. And if your turn-on is grounded in 
the sensations and/or the taboo, ADULT, you may 
never become comfortable with your boyfriend’s kink. 
Quite the opposite: The more you do it, the less sur- 
prising the sensations will come to feel, the less 
naughty it will feel, the less of an accidental/bank-shot 
turn-on diapers will become. 

Being GGG doesn’t require a person to do 
whatever the hell their partner wants. Remember 
what GGG stands for: “Good in bed (work on those 
skills), giving of pleasure (without always expecting 
immediate reciprocation), and game for anything 
— within reason.” It’s unreasonable of your part- 
ner to ask you to continue engaging in diaper play 
when it leaves you feeling violated. You gave it a 
shot, it’s not working for you, and you have to be 
able to discuss your feelings — and your limits — 
without him playing mad and/or hurt.
